WASHINGTON.'June 26.—The famous 


Cunningham Alaskan coal land claims, 
through which It has been alleged that 
tho Morgan-Guggenheim 
syndicate had 


planned to extend their vast interests in 
Alaska, and to control one of the most 
valuable coal fields in the world, were 
toda;r formally disallowed by the Depart- 
ment of the Interior. 


Secretary of the Interior Fisher having 


approved the department's decision as 
handed down by Fred Dennett, commis- 
sioner of (he Land Office, thft" last door is 
believed to hnvo been closed to the Cun- 
ningham claimants. Their attorneys have 
threatened an appeal to the United States 
Supreme Court, but such an appeal can 
be baaed only on some point of law in- 
volved, and not on tho findings of fact as 
announced by the department.

The Cunningham claims havo beon in 


the public eyo for more than two years. 
They brought about tho Bailinger-Pinchot 
Investigation by Congress and the dismis- 
sal from the public service of Chief For- 
ester Glfford Pinchot, Louis R. Glavis. 
chief of field-division in the Land Ofllce, 
find several minor officials. Both Pinchot 
and Glavis were dismissed for insubor- 
dination incident to their attacks on for- 
mer

Balllnger, 
whom 
they 


claimed -was favorably disposed toward 
tho claims. 


NEEDED BY ALASKA. 


In announcing decision of the depart 


ment today. Secretary Fisher, who suc- 
ceeded Ballinger, declared that new coal 
land laws arc needed in Alaska if that 
territory is to be developed properly." In 
a statement the secretary says: 


"This Is a final docision of the Cunning- 


ham claims so far as the Department of 
tbe Interior 
Is concerned. Any further 
proceedings will 'be merely formal for the 
purpose of perfecting the record in case 
the claimants think theire are questions 
of la-w which they desire to present to the 
courts. It -is my understanding that It is 
conceded that tho findings upon the facts 
by the department ure apparent on. their 
face," 
Ho asserts that tho government conclu 


sJvoJy established the charges brought 
against the. claimants and that -there is 
no doubt 
-that 
an 
agreement existed 
among them, in violation of law.

Among the Cunningham claimants are 
a number of the prominent men. of- the. 
Northwest. Commissioner Denn-Ott

to have carried forward extensive coal 
operation In Alaska. The Various claim- 
ants wero interested In tho Alaskan coal 
situation in 1902 'by Clarence Cunning- 
ham, who made the various filings and 
conducted most of the negotiations. The, 
claims onco were clear listed, for patent, 
but final action w.as held up at the re- 
quest of Glavis. 
"There seems to bo no doubt," sa.ld 
Dennett in his decision, "that In the. be- 
ginning tho participants were subscrib- 
ers for joint interests and nc^t owners, of

Farewells will be said between Mayor 


Prank K. Mott and tho members of the 
old City Council, which goes out of office 
Friday, at tho last regular meeting1 to be 
hoia tonight. Mayor Mott will address a 
lengthy farewell to the council, detailing 
tho achievements of tha city since they 
have been In office, and giving a forecast 
of the city's future. President Pendle- 
tozjt who with Councilman William. J. 
Baccus, shares the honor of having been 
a. member of the council amce 1803, will 
speak a farewell to his companions In 
the municipal legislative body. 


At least three matters of considerable 


Importance will bo handled, by the out- 
going council tonight, these being tho 
final passage of ordinances granting to 
the Oakland Traction Company a, fran- 
chise In East Sixteenth street, and to the 
Oakland, Antloch and Bay Shore Railroad 
a, franchise In Shatter avenue, and the 
announcement of tho appointment of the 
third member of tho Municipal "Water 
Commission. On the recommendation of 
committees, several minor matters will 
also be handled. 
1 
Tbo now council will go Into office at 


11 o'clock Saturday morning and will 
proceed to organize, elect a vice-presi- 
dent. Mayor Mott being president of the 
new body, ana draw lets for long- and 
short terms, two commissioners being 
designated for two years and two for 
four-year terms. Announcement will also 
Iba made of the assignment of councilmen 
to the various commlssionershlps. 


WILL THEN REORGANIZE. 


The new commission will then proceed 


to the definite business of reorganizing 
the government o'f tho city under a com- 
mission form, to conform to the provi- 
sions of the new charter, the/ 'first work 
belrjg to provide for the: transition in the 
various departments In such a manner as 
to occasion, tho least amount of friction. 


It is probable that tho last meeting of 


tho council tonight will be a lengthy one. 
The trouble over the running of cars for 
the Key Route service over Twelfth, street 
win be brought up by President Pendleion 
In connection with tho granting to the 
Oakland Traction Company of a franchise 
In Bast Sixteenth street. The franchise 
in East Sixteenth street was one of five 
franchises applied for soma weeks ago 
by tho Oakland Traction Company, and 
was the only ono of the five concerning 
which the. company and the council could 
reach any agreement. 


The need of a car line In this thickly 


populated territory was felt by all, and 
numerous petitions were before the coun- 
cil from Improvement clubs and other 
g-vic associations to pass the franchise. 
The franchise was finally ordered to print, 
after concessions had been made by the 
company, and the route slightly extended 
and 
modified. It 
was thought there 


would be no hitcn toward gaining final 
passage for the measure, as this last act 
was considered largely In the nature of 
routine business. 


REOPENS MATTER. 


The controversy between the city ad- 


ministration and tho car company over 
the running of cars for tho Key Route 
service on Twelfth street under the Oak- 
land Traction Company franchise on that 
street has reopened tho matter, however, 
and It Is possible that the council win 
demand concessions from the company in 
tho Twelfth-street matter as a condition 
of giving final passage to tho East Six- 
teenth street ordinance. 
, 


In this connection President Pendleton 


,said: 


"It is apparent that the- company has 


.evaded Its duty in this Twelfth street 
matter. I asked for a reconsideration 
•to give us time to give the matter care- 
ful thought and to investigate. The 'Key 
Route has taken oft the large cars on the 
Twelfth street line, but Is still In tho 
railroad bxislness on this line, and Is 
selling tickets direct to San Francisco, 
Tho company should -pay 2 per cent of 
the gross receipts In the proportion of 
the distance from • Broad way to the Mole 
compared with the distance' to San Fran- 
cisco. Tho Broughton Act of .JE892 pro- 
visos that street railroads shall pay 2 
per cent of their gross receipts Into tho 
.municipal 
treasury. The 
Key 
Route 


should pay Its pro rnta for the use of this 
privilege and should obtain its right In 
the regular manner. I feel confident that 
tho council will not grant this Bast Six- 
teenth street privilege unless the com- 
pany shows a marked change in Its atti- 
tude." 


WITHOUT PROTEST. 


It is probable that tlie Oakland and 


Antloch franchise will be put through 
without protest in tho regular course of 
business. Selection has been nwcle of 
tho third member of the -water board and 
his name will bo announced tonight. The 
members appointed so far are Een H. 
Pendleton and George W. Dornln.

What the Recall Really Means. 
- , ." 


Every voter in California should take the pains to make _himself 


fully acquainted with the provisions of the recall amendinentjso that 
he may be prepared to vote upon it intelligently next 'October. 
Only a few of the electors are at present informed as to the. actual 
.workings of the scheme of recall provided for by the Gates amend- 
ment. 
, 
, 


Any elective officer can be recalled on petition of a number of 


electors equal to twelve per cent of the total vote cast for all the 
candidates for that office at the last preceding election. Candidates 
to succeed him may be nominated on petition of one per cent of 
such vote. There is no restriction as to the number of candidates 
who may enter the list in opposition to the officer sought to be re- 
called. To retain his office^t.he incumbent must receive a majority 
of all the votes cast at the recall election. If a majority be cast for 
recall, the candidate receiving the highest number of votes will be 
elected as his successor. 
' 
. , 


Therefore a bare majority-may be cast for recall, while another 


candidate may be elected by a comparatively small minority vote. 
It follows that every man who offers himself as a candidate to suc- 
ceed an officer that it is sought to recall will actively canvas^ against 
the incumbent since a vacancy must first foe created before he can 
be elected. Thus the question of recall would be complicated by 
personal and local ambitions operating directly to the prejudice to 
the man in office. 


I-et us see how this would work. The ballot will read "Shall 


so and so, Judge or Sheriff or County Clerk, be recalled, yes or no?" 
Then follows the names of the candidates nominated to succeed 
Jiim. The majority of electors who, vote no on the recall proposition 
will not vote for a candidate to succeed the incumbent. The* votes 
for. recall will be divided among^ as many candidates who may 
choose to run against the incumbent. The one receiving the high- 
est vote will be elected in case a majority be cast for recall. 


Suppose 40,000 votes should be cast at a recall election in this 


county and 20,001 should be cast in* the affirmative. Then 19.9&9 
electors would vote to retain the incumbent in his place. 
Divide' 


the majority .vote between several candidates and there would be 
the possibility—and probability-^-pf electing a successor by, a vote 
of 6000.'or 7000. The officer ousted would be succeeded by a man 
who had received not more than one-third the vote cast for,the in- 
cumbent.

This is minority government with a vengeance. It is a device 


to'make a compact well-organized machine'effective. 
Twelve per 


cent of the voters can put any elected man's right'to hold his office 
on trial in a contest that places him at-a disadvantage at.every point 
and allows his successor to be chosen by a much smaller vote than 
he receives. He will be subjected'to the attack of every man .who 
desires to succeed him and will have to answer accusation while 
combatting organized opposition. 
His title to office can be; at- 


tacked every six months. If 'he be not recalled, the State -will reim- 
burse him for the expenses he incurs in the recall election, btit if he 
be recalled he must bear the cost of his defeat. 


Examine the Gates amendment if you do not believe rthis 'is so. 


It has not been denied because it is true. It is a phase of the recall 
issue that the proponents of that proposition'studiously evade, and 
with good reason, for its mere statement is a. scathing indictment of 
the scheme presented ,to the electors of this State. 
In discussing 


the recall they deal .in generalities, avoiding all mention of the de- 
tails of the concrete plan they propose. Their methods are as de- 
vious and deceptive as their professions are insincere and their mo- 
tives ulterior.

A political crusade against Sunday baseball has been inaugu-1

One man is provided with a supply of 
waste, sacking or other absorbent ma- 
terial divided -into a number of small 
balls about Half the, size of the 
fist.: 
The bisulphide is carried in' an ordinary 
one gallon oil can and refilled from time 
to time, from a supply 
kept in a cool 
place out of the sun. . He is supplied 
with matches. His "pardner" carries a 
mattock. 
On arrival at an 'opened bur- 
row a small ball of waste is saturated 
with two- ovriices ot bisulphide, dropped 
deeply into the 
burrow and a match 
applied. 
After a few moments' time 
the man with the mattock stops , with 
earth this burrow and all other burrows 
from .which tlie gas escapes. On subse- 
quent-inspection of the field all opened 
burrows will indicate holes lacking ef- 
fective treatment.

PREPARE IN TUBS. 


The grain is ' placed In a receptacle 
large enough to permit thorough stir- 
ring (as a wash tub). One pint of water 
's .then brought to a -boil and sufficient^ 
laundry starch (about two tablespoon-' 
fuls 'dissolved Jn a little cola water) is 
slowly added toT~fbrm, when well cooked 
a paste about the consistency of cream. 
The strychnine (first 
powdered if in 
crystals-) and the saccharine are ,now 
added to the hot starch paste and the 
mixture well stirred" 
until dissolved. 
"While Btlll hot this Is poured over tho 
grain;'mixed -well, 
:and the - whole put 
aside"'-for-several hours before using. 
This formula is recommended because 
of its. simplicity," cheapness and effect- 
iveness, scatter a teaspoonful 
or two- 
along the squirrel trails or on hard bare 
places, near . the holes. 
The 
poison 
should "not be placed In heaps on the 
soft ground at the mouths of the holes. 
It will probably be found most effect- 
ive if placed early in. the morning, "be- 
tween the hours of 3 and 7 o'clock a. 
m., or late in the afternoon. 
The .market affords many 
excellent 
preparations for squirrel extermination 
which will undoubtedly., be found very 
efficient. 
The poison used by us in our 
/work of eradication is recommended by 
the Department, of Agriculture and has 
been thoroughly .tested in the" field.
